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cross slats 89 are connected with transverse support bars B which in turn are supported 
by the inwardly directed projections P on the opposed frame walls 81a.

Referring to Fig. 5 A, the cross slats 79 [may be supported adjacent the upper edge of the 
frame 71 by recesses R formed in the upper surfaces of the frame walls 41a, and in the 
modification of Fig. 5B, the ends of the cross slats 89 are connected by the transverse support 
bars B which in turn are supported by the inwardly directed projections P on the frame walls
